Crawford County voters will 
have about a dozen weeks to 
study up on the issues and candi- 
dates that will appear on the 
Nov. 4 general election ballot. 

Crawford County voters went 
to the polls, last week, to cast 
their ballots in the primary elec- 
tion, deciding some local races 
that will be taking office in 
January and deciding which can- 
didates will advance to the gen- 
eral election. 

Just 2,458 voters, about 21 
percent of the 11,501 people 
who are registered to vote in 
Crawford County, cast ballots in 
last week’s primary election. 

In the Republican race for the 
first congressional seat, Tom 
Casperson, a current state repre- 
sentative from Escanaba, won 
with 17,431 votes. Don Hooper 
trailed with 10,713 votes and 
Linda Goldthorpe gathered 
9,562 votes. Goldusorpe actually 
earned more support in 
Crawford County, with 421 
votes, compared to Hooper’s 406 


votes and Casperson’s 399 votes. 
Casperson will face incumbept 


Rep. Bart Stupak, D- 
Menominee, in the general elec- 
tion. * 


In the race for the 106th 
District State Representative 
seat, Peter Petallia, the Presque 
Isle Township Supervisor, wort 
the primary with 4,865 votes. 
Howard E. Viegelahn, a Rogers 
City farmer, had 2,879 votes 
cast in his favor, followed byt 
Everett Swift, a Hillman resi- 
dent, who garnered 1,169 votes: 
In the Democratic race for the 
106th District State 
Representative seat, Andy 
Neumann of Alpena won with 
4,113 votes, defeating Casey A. 
Viegelahn who was supported 
with 1,859 votes. 

Primary election totals for the 
106 State Representative seat in 
Crawford County mirrored 
results cast across the district, 
with Petallia and Neumann, who 
will have a showdown on the 
general election ballot, gaining

“Thousands of touch-screen 
devices are collecting dust in 
warehouses from California to 
Florida,” the AP report said, 
because election officials are 
“worried about hackers and fed 
up with technical glitches.”

An Associated Press election 
research survey was quoted that 
57 percent of the nation’s regis- 
tered voters live in counties that 
will use paper ballots in 
November.

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ed. During my long voting life, I 
have voted with an X and with 
filled-in ovals on paper ballots, 
then dropping the completed bal- 
lot through the slot on an actual 
ballot box; on once-new fangled 
voting machines by pulling down 
toggles and then moving a con- 
trol-level to record the vote and 
open the curtain; and even with 
the more recent touch-screen 
methods, 

The electronic way is easier for 
the voter, even old voters, who 
still might be somewhat intimi- 
dated by technology. 

* * * 

SOMETIMES human foibles 
can cause unreliable election 
reporting, hanging chads 
notwithstanding. 

As a reporter, 1 have waited 
long hours for returns to be 
counted and tallied by hand in 
paper ballot elections. 

With deadlines to meet, I have 
marveled when some election 
workers would stop to eat and 


socialize after the polls closed, 
before getting to the task of 
counting the votes by hand. 

Trying to finalize a tight race, I 
also have been upset by an elec- 
tion precinct chief who might 
take the secured ballots home 
overnight, not turning in results 
until the next mid-day. 

Could mistakes be made in the 
paper ballot system? Could mis- 
chief occur? Could results be 
mis-reported, either by accident 
or On purpose? Certainly. 

Whenever the human element 
enters an activity, all these prob- 
lems could occur. Relying on 
technology and electronics is not 
a cure-all, because humans are 
involved there, too, no matter 
what method is used.

RECENT PRIMARY - I guess 
I'm not too surprised by several 
comments I have heard about dif- 
ficulty in voting at the Aug. 5 pri- 
mary. 


In my voting area, both 


Republican and Democratic can- 
didates were listed side by side 
on the same side of the paper bal- 
lot. ; 

In local areas, voters frequent- 
ly know people running on both 
tickets, and the voter often wants 
to vote for a Republican friend 
for one office, a Democratic 
friend for another. 

That’s forbidden, of course, 
and results in a spoiled ballot. 
Many voters, however, would 
like to be able to pick and choose 
up and down and across the bal- 
lot. 

The August: primary was an 
open primary, in which the voter 
did not identify for which party 
he/she intended to vote, and 
received a listing of candidates 
for both major parties. Most 
Michigan voters like it this way, 
and want to keep any party affili- 
ation their own business.

The south end has been redone to 
make traffic flow better. We had 
an intersection downtown that 
could handle left turning vehicles 
and still have room to make right 
turns or go straight. You could 
back out of a parking spot with- 
out having to wait for traffic to 
clear. MDOT made M-72 four 
lanes to Old J.ake Road and put 
in a new four lane bridge. They 
put in passing lanes in both 
directions from M-93 to the 
snowmobile parking lot. Then 
they filled in the area between 
Old Lake Road and M-93 with 
five lanes to handle the traffic. I- 
75 south bound was widened to 
three lanes from Grayling to the 
split. 

Since then, however, some- 
one’s transmission has slipped 
into reverse, if I may use an auto- 
motive metaphor, The BITA 
group (a name I made up) nar- 
rowed the business loop from M- 
72 west to North Down River 
Road to two lanes and a turn lane 
- oh, don’t forget those bike 
lanes, Thus making waiting for 
traffic a new hobby for anyone 
trying to do business or just 
going through here. 1-can live 
with that, but the whole city?

“A jot depends on the class 
size and their interests,” Horton 
said regarding the topics to be 
covered.

Patients entering Mercy

Short-term license plates available for troops on leave

license plates for vehicles they 
drive infrequently. 

“Temporary plates are a great 
option for service members home

Land said. “Instead of buying a 
full-year license plate, military 
personnel and other drivers should 
‘consider these less costly plates.” 

A 30-day plate costs one-tenth 
of the vehicle’s annual registration 
fee or $20, whichever is more, 
plus a $10 service fee. A 6-day 
plate costs one-fifth of the regis- 
tration fee or $40, whichever is 
more, plus a $10 service fee. The 
plate is a paper permit that must

Insurance Agency (UIA) at 

www.michigan.gov/uia, and 

there is no fee for using the site.” 
He added that UIA’s toll-free 

claims telephone line, 1-866- 

500-0017, is also the only official 

phone number workers should 

call to apply for unemployment 
benefits in Michigan. 
Cooley issued the warning

edly had filed an unemployment 
benefit claim through a private 
Web site and was charged $19.95 
plus an ongoing bi-weekly fee.

College president outlines 
new vision for Kirtland | 


Just a little more than a year 
after taking the reigns as the top 
administrator at Kirtland 
Community College, the col- 
lege’s president used an all-staff 
meeting Monday, Aug. II, to 
outline what he hopes is a new 
vision for the institution estab- 
lished in 1966. 

At the fall convocation 
Monday, KCC president Dr. 
Thomas Quinn told staff and fac- 
ulty members he was providing a 
glimpse into ideas under consid- 
eration by administrators and the 
board of trustees, and challenged 
employees to accept new roles in 
helping redefine how the college 
serves the region. 

“Our communities are chang- 
ing, aren’t they?” Quinn said. 
“We need to create a new vision. 

“We're working on a new 
model of leadership,’ he added. 
“We’re all leaders. We’re all 
expected to lead.” 

The changes outlined Monday 
include new academic programs, 
technology upgrades, new and 
upgraded facilities, plans for stu- 
dent housing and additional 
satellite campuses, KCC officials 
have already begun researching 
new programs, such as a wild fire 
academy, fire science, medical 
assistant, pharmacy technician, 
aviation maintenance, oil well 
drilling technician and energy 
technology. 

Faculty, staff and administra- 
tors cheered as Quinn announced 
plans to establish an “extension 
site” in West Branch by the fall of 
2009, one that could house a pro- 
posed surgery technology pro- 
gram, as well as general educa- 
tion and dual-credit courses. 
Another extension site might be 
explored after that, though no 
timetables for discussions have 
Been set. 

“There’s a real opportunity to 
do that,” Quinn said of creating 
the extension sites. “J think we 
need to start to open our markets 

. and we need to do that right 
away.” 

College officials are also hop- 
ing to assist neighboring K-12 
school districts, which more and 
more are faced with program cuts 
due to declining enrollment or 
Uther financial factors, by offer- 
ing dual-enrollment classes at 
area high schools. Discussions 
are underway to offer dual-credit 
classes to Roscommon area stu- 


dents as early as 2009. 

“We need to be there,” Quinn 
said. “And we need to be there by 
January. Then, we need to take it 
down the road to other schools to 
help out our educational part- 
ners.” 

Another potentially bold step, 
one which caused a round of 
applause to rise from the crowd, 
was Quinn’s announcement that 
Kirtland will seek to offer four- 
year degree programs in applied 
technology programs, such as 
nursing. Kirtland and other mem- 
bers of the Michigan Community 
College Association are working 
in support of legislation at the 
state level that would allow two- 
year institutions to offer bache- 
lor’s degrees in specific areas. 

“T know we'll have some oppo- 
sition to that. I understand it,” 
Quinn said. “(But) we need to 
change. I always say, ‘If you stop 
getting better, you stop being 
good,’ We need something new. 
We need to be doing this.” 

If unable to offer four-year 
programs directly, Quinn added 
Kirtland will seek to partner with 
other colleges and universities to 
bring those programs here. That 
could, if needed, include the cre- 
ation of a “university center” at 
the college’s main campus near 
Roscommon. 

In addition to new programs, 
administrators and faculty lead- 
ers are working on a new course 
template to eliminate overlaps in 
scheduling courses. The new 
template, according to Quinn, 
could allow students to attend a 
full slate of courses while having 
to be on campus for as little as 
two days a week. 

“I commend the people that are 
already working on that,” he said. 

Also, in an effort to increase 
student access to services, Quinn 
announced he believes Kirtland 
could be a leader in offering 
Internet access through the use of 
T-! lines, allowing for high- 
speed Internet access. This would 
allow the college to offer 
enhanced onliné courses, with 
many students no longer limited 
by slower dial-up service. 

“By 2010, we could redefine 
‘community’ and provide educa- 
tion to everyone connected to a 
T-] line,’ he said. “Well have 
raised the bar considerably. 

“We'll be the only college in 
the nation doing this, We’ll have 


bragging rights on this one.” 

There will be physical changes 
on the Roscommon campus ds 
well. College officials were 
recently notified they should 
receive state funding to assist 
with a $500 to $1.2-million 
upgrade to its well and water dis- 
tribution system. According to 
Quinn, that will help provide the 
infrastructure necessary for 
upgrades to existing buildings, as 
well as establish the footprint 
needed for the construction of 
new facilities. 

Kirtland recently siapended'lt its 
existing student housing pro- 
gram. But, once the water and 
well system is addressed, offi- 
cials could consider building new 
student housing. such as a dorm, 
update the existing Student 
Center and/or look at a state-of-, 
the-art lab facility for its nursing 
program. 

“T think there are some real, 
opportunities here,” Quinn said. ; 

Plans already cail for new stu-. 
dent housing options to be 
defined by the end of 2009. 
Quinn, himself, recently visited 
four other community colleges to 
view their student housing operd- 
tions and is encouraging board 
members and other Kirtland offi 
cials to conduct similar visits in 
the near future. ; 

“It could be we have no hous: 
ing at all,” he said. “(But) the 
decision on that has taken too 
long already. I’m giving us a year 
and a half” 

Before taking questions, Quinn 
said that many of the items out- 
lined Monday were more attain- 
able than people might think. 

“A lot of things I’ve talked 
about we’ve already had defini- 
tive discussions on,” he said. “It’s 
closer to being a reality than just 
a dream.” 

Currently, about 2,200 students 
attend a variety of certificate and 
two-year degree programs at 
Kirtland’s two campuses — at 
Roscommon, and the Michigan 

echnical Education Center (M- 
TEC) in Gaylord — with the col- 


lege’s service area including all . 


or parts of Crawford, Oscoda, 
Ogemaw, Roscommon, Otsego, 
Kalkaska, Missaukee, Gladwin 
and Alcona counties, and the sur- 
rounding areas. ;
